There  are  157  Americans  inside  the  embassy  and  525 
outside.  Another  100  Americans  are  at  the  airport  and  an 
additional  37  are  at  the  landing  zone  waiting  to  board 
departing  flights.

(SBU)  The  HHS  Disaster  Medical  Assistance  Team  (DMAT)  is 
continuing  to  visit  medical  facilities  to  make  assessments  and 
provide  limited  supplies.  A second  DMAT  is  prepared  to  depart 
for  Haiti  January  18,  transportation  permitting.

^8.  (SBU)  The  International  Committee  of  the  Red  Cross  is 
expected  to  begin  delivering  medical  kits  January  18.  The 
World  Health  Organization  expects  5 health  kits  (each  of  which 
can  support  up  to  10,000  people  for  3 months)  to  arrive  in 
Port-au-Prince  January  19.
